‘enue, at 3:30 o'clock Saturday morning.

Jewelry, silverware and bric-a-brac to the’ 


| -walue of $1000 were taken. 

_ The burglars drove to the Van Studdiford 
jhome in a oab. They loaded their booty in- 
‘to the vehicle and drove rapidly away, es- 
caping detection. 

Entrance was gained by cutting a hole 
‘farge enough to admit a man’s hand in a 
panel of the kitchen door. Then it was 
easy. enough to reach ‘through and slip the 
inight latch. 

The door was besmeared with blood, in- 
Gicating that the man who pushed his hand 
through the door euffered painful lacer- 
ation. 

The burglars were scared away by Miss 
Van Studdiford, who showed rare pres- 
ence of mind. After the plunderers had 
/gone through the down portion of the house 
they went upstairs and tried to pick the 
lock leading to the Van Studdifords’ bed- 
room. The noise awakened Mrs. Van Stud- 
@iford, who. called out tn alarm, ‘‘Who’s 
there?” At the same time she jumped out 
.of bed. and ran to the door. 

She could hear the scurrying of feet in 
the hall and a noise as of some one falling 
downstairs. 

She wakened her husband and told him 
there were burglars in the house. Mr. Van 
Studdiford went into the front room and 
| got his revolver. ae ee 
| He went to the front window and his 
wife to the rear one, but they caught no

An alarm was immediately given. A hur- 
ried glance told the story. The dining room 
had been ransacked and an armload of sil- 
verware had been stolen. 

Closets and trunks in other rooms had 
been rifled and jewelry was gone.

Mr. Van Studdiford had laid in a thou- 
@and high grade cigars. They went with 
the booty. Cut glass and diamonds rattled 
together as the burglars carried their plun- 
@er to the hack. 

Michael Dooley, the driver of an Olive 
@treet owl car, says he saw a cab standing 
mear the Van Studdiford residence shortly 
before 3:30 o'clock. A driver stood at the 
head of the horses, acting as sentinel. 
Dooley paid but little attention to the 
incident at the time, but the police believe 
that the cab belonged to the burglars. 

The police are working actively without 
a@ny tangible clew. 

A peculiar feature is that the burglars 
took all of the eatables they could get thelr 


hands on, including a ham, a dozen oranges 
and several pounds of grapes.

NEW YORK, Jan.

}day Gen. Wm. Booth, chief of the Salvation 


Army. In honor of his visit to America 12 
new shelters for the homeiess poor and 
three new rescue homes for women will be 


simultaneously opened at various points in 
the country. 

The General, now in his 6th year, made 
his first journey to this country in 1896, hold- 
ing 200 meetings within three months. Since 
his last visit in 1896 the army shows an in- 
ereased membership of 24388. The colonization 
scheme, which is.the pet project of Gen, 
Booth, will be pusfied during his stay. ‘This 
plan is not,” said Mrs. Booth-Tucker, “as 
has been stated, for the benefit of English 
out of work. The American colony in Col- 
orado is to benefit the American unem- 
ployed. It has been always my father’s plan 
that British colonies should be within the 
British dominions.’”’ 

The General was met down the bay by 
Commander Booth-Tucker. On the plier a 
large delegation of headquarters Salvation- 
jets were awaiting their chief: Gen. Booth 
was given a warm reception. “The Gen- 
eral.” said Commander Booth-Tucker, ‘‘will 
stay at my house, in Fordham, uniil 5un- 
day, when he will leave for Canada, where 
he will be met by his daughter, Miss Eva 
Booth, who is in charge of the Salvation 
Army there. He will remain three weeks 
in Canada, inspecting the work of the army 
and will then return to the United States. 
He will begin his American tour on I eb. 
10 in Washington. After that he will visit 
Pittsburg, Columbus, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Denver, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Portland, Seattle and Spokane, 
at which last place he will be on March 1%. 
Then the Genera! wil] cross again over into 
Canada and visit Victoria, Vancouver and 
Winnipeg. 

‘On March 19 he will reach Minneapolis 
and thea St. Paul. From March 20 to 31 he 
will be in Chicago. From then till April 
14 he will visit successively Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, Boston and Philadelphia. Gen. Booth 
will conclude his American visit with a 
series of meetings and demonstrations in 


New York from April 14 to 198. On April 20 
he will eall for England.”

Playing on the credul'ty of faithful 
church members, a sacrilegious swindler 
reaped a harvest in South St. Louis Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

The swindler gave the name of Edward 
Brennan, and he ig still at l’berty. 

He started out Thursday afternoon by 
going to the residence of Mrs. Margaret 
Walsh, 7608 South Sixth street. He handed 
her a card announcing himself as a sales- 
man for Downing & Rummenie, deaiers in 
church supplies, 944 Olive street. 

The alleged salesman carried with him a 
box containing the sacred articles used by 
priests in administering the sacrament of 
extreme unction. He offered to sell the 


outfit for $5. He was smooth of appear- 
ance and glib of tongue. A little talk from 
the swindler and Mrs, Walsh handed him 
a %5 bill. 

After a pleasant adieu, including some 
fatherly advice, Brennan left. An hour 
later he returned and asked Mrs. Walsh to 
loan him her sacred purehase. He wanted 
it for a few minutes to exhibit as a sample 
to some of the neighbors. The confiding 
Mrs. Walsh readily complied. 

Fortified with what he termed the in- 
strument of extreme unction, Brennan went 
from place to piace gathering in more 
money. 

At the home of Mrs. Julla Wall, 7621 South 
Beventh street, the smooth salesman found 
it easy to take an order. Mrs. Wall paid 
a deposit of $2, promising to pay the balance 
of $3 the next day. Meanwhile Brennan 
took the sample Mrs. Walsh had so kindly 
loaned him and went out in search of other 
faithful ones. P 

Mrs. Patrick Dalton of 7609 South Seventh 
street paid $1 as a deposit. Mrs. Ida Frank 
of 7606 South Sixth did the same _ thing. 
Mrs. Michael Kennedy of 7206 Virginia ave- 
nue parted with $2 

All of this was accomplished tn one after- 
_— and so much activity made Brennan 
tired. 

He might have returned the sample in- 
struments of alleged extreme unction to 
Mra. Walsh, from whom he borrowed them, 
but he did not. 

He went to the -home of Mrs. Rose 
Gucche, 2616 South Sixth street, and solid 
the box for $4 cash. He left it there and 
that ended his day’s work, 

When the police called at the establish- 
ment of Downing & Rummenie information 
was given that a man by the name of Bren- 
nan had formerly been in their employ, 
but he had never been authori to solicit 
orders for any church goods as he had 
purported to sell the South St. Louis 
wemen. ® 

The last the firm heard of Brennan unt!l 
the present episode he was at Alton. He 
is about M years old, his manner is pol- 
ished and he has the general appearance 
of a gentleman. 

The women who.were victimized are well 
known in church circles and, being unused 
to swindles of any kind, were easily 
taken in. 


DASHED TO DEATH

SURELY TO A PROTECTORATE. 


Spain Is Too Weary to Fight and Cuban Affairs Are So Shaped 


to Soon Force American Intervention.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Administra- 
tion has taken an unusual step in the Cu- 
‘ban matter. Information haying beén 
placed before the Government last night by 
Gen, Lee that further rioting was. feared in 
Havana, it was deemed time ‘to act. The 


remarkable step was then taken of pjacing 


the whole matter in the hands of Gen, Lee) 

The Montgomery and the Defroit aré at 
Key West. The commanders of these ves- 
sels were ordered by telegraph- to, held 
themselves in readiness to satl for Ha- 
vana on short notice and to keep in cqmmh- 
nication with the cable offices and to obey 
ahy order from Gen. Lee without waiting 
to hear from Washington. Gen, Lee was 
notified of the arrangement and given full 
authority to call for the ships w@n he 
thinks necessary. 

A man high in diploratic life and ina 
position to form an accurate estimate of 
the plans of the administration, talked as 
follows to the correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch: 

‘Intervention is the goal toward which 
the United States is steadily pressing, and 
all this talk of danger to Consul-General 
Lee and American citizens in Havana is 
-the superficial foam and splashing caused 
by the steady onset of a strong, deep cur- 
rent of well-defined policy 

“We do not want to keep our hands off 
Cuba. We want and intend to intervene; 
ito the end that the island shall become 
free, and, in time, a part of the United 
States; also to the end that the millidns 
of money invested by Americans in Cuban 
‘funds, and sunk in Cuban filibustering, 
shall be regained. We intend to intervene 
in the name of liberty and in the name of 
humanity; and we intend to take, by right 
of having a stronger and more intelligent 
nation, the possession which an effefe and 
burned-out relic of barbaritty has shown 
herself unable and unworthy to longer hold. 

“There is no danger of war, because 
Spain is too weary to fight. We will press 
firmly and steadily between the armies of 
Spain and the insurgents of Cuba. We will 
feed the hungry—first the American hun- 
ery, then the starving Cubans; we will en- 
ter diplomatic protest, and then as the 
final step we will send a ship of war to 
protect American interests. 

“The general situation in Havana its one 
of smouldering possibilities. There is «tarv- 
ation, discontent, political death and deep 
seated hostilitftes of atl kinds.

A war.indem- 
nity of several millions would be a very 
soothing plaster for her wotinded pride, and 
would do much to check what looks like 
threatened revolution at home. 

“So muclffor the general programme. The 
mob violence in Havana was the occasion 
which had been an kh awaited. It has 
long been seen that*the Spanish grip is be. 
coming weaker da'ly, even to the extent 
that civil order can with difficulty be main- 
tained in the very seat of Gen. Blanco’s 
headquarters. The mob violence is the first 
muttering of the revolution and general! dis- 
order is sure to follow the disintegration of 
the governing power.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—This Govern-

to intervention*to end the Cuban war. 

This Government understands that it {a 
the decided conviction of Great Britain that 
further continuance of the struggle on the 
island is useless; that Spain is unable to 
suppress the insurrection, and that the 
United States should at an early day as- 
sume an aggreseive position to enforce 
peace upon some terms. Great Britain 
stands foremost among the- powers in the 
desire for speedy action by the United 
States. Even Austria, the home country of 
the Queen Regent of Spain, is said to have 
conveyed the information that its position 
will be that intervention by the United 
States will be none of its business. From 
the advices received it seems certain that 
in case of intervention by the United States 
Spain will not receiv® aid from a single 
European power. Th® belief seems to be 
world wide that Spain can not gsuppreés 
the insurrection.

ONE HUNDRED AND EIGHT CASES 


FICTITIOUS NAMES CAUSED THE 
COURTROOM TO BE CROWDED 
WITH THE CURIOUS. 


MOST CASES GO OVER TO JAN.18 


Some of the Men of Commerce Are Re- 
leased on the Ground That Ar- 
rest Is Punishment 
Enough for Them. 


Upon opening the First District Police 
Court Saturday morning, Judge Peabody 
ordered the courtroom cleared of all who 
couldn’t get seats. 

The aisles were packed and jammed with 
a promiscuous crowd of people curious to 
see and try to identify the “Browns” and 
‘“Joneses,”’ the “Smiths” and “Blacks,” ar- 
rested in the raid of the handbook poolroom 
over Koerner’s swell Washington avenue 
restaurant.

THEY SAY HE REFUSED TO AID 
ORGANIZED LABOR IN 
ANY MANNER, 


HIS REPLY IS, “’TIS FALSE.” 


Mr. Ziegenhein Points to His Record 
and Avers It Is Not His 
Nature to Act as the 
Committee Alleges, 


Two-St. Louis members of the National 
Tobacco Workers’ Union of America de- 
clare that Mayor Henry Ziegenheim has 
avowed his hostility to organized labor. 
They say that the Mayor made his declara- 
tion in plain terms and that there can be 
no possible chance for a misconstruction. 
They say they are willing to file an affi- 
davit to the truthfulness of the charges. 

Mayor Ziegenhein denounces the state- 
ment as false and gives his version of the 
meeting with the tobacconists. 

William Wagner is employed in Liggett 
& Meyers’ faetory in Tower Grave and 


lives at 4239 Bla'ne avenue. W. B. Clippord 
works for the same firm-and lives at 4218 
Biaine avenue, They are members of )- 
cal Union No. 8 of the National Tobacco 
Workers’ Union of America. 

Speaking for himself and Mr. Clippord Mr. 
Wagner said: : 

“We were appointed a committee of our 
union to sell t.ckets to a dance ani re- 
ception, to be given under the auspices of 
our order at Masonic Hall, Feb. 19. We 
had ihe proper credentials, signed by our 
president and secretary, showing that we 
were duly authorized to sell tickets and 
receive money. « 

“Our treasury was depleted through force 
of circumstances. There had been more 
than the usual amount of sickness among 
our members and much money was drawn 
out for benefits. Then the factories were 
shut down for two or three weeks holiday 
times and we needed money badly. 

“In starting out.to canvass we went down 
town. We thought Mayor Ziegenhein would 
help us out, and ave went to his office. We 
were ushered in by Sergt. McGrew, wno 
said the Mayor was in. We met Adam 
Yiegenhein, and he sent us on into the 
Mayor’s pr'vate office. We. saw the wefll- 
known hat and then the Mayor. We ap- 
proached his desk and told what we wanted. 
At the same time we handed him our cre- 
dentials. 

He glanceG through them hurriedly and 
threw up both hands, . F 

““T will buy none of gbur tickets,’ he 
said. ‘I will have nothing to do with or- 
ganized labor.’ 

“T said I wanted to explain our mission. 
Then I told him of the ‘misfortune that 
had befallen us, and he again. repNed that 
he would do nothing for organized labor. 

“He waved us out of his office and at the 
door I stopp@d and said: ‘Mr. Ziegenhein, 
I don’t believe that you understand what 
we ask. You had better buy a couple of 
the tickets just to show that you are not 
antagonistic to honest labor.’ 

“Then the Mayor became angry and ex- 
claimed: 

‘**No, I tell you again I will do nothing 
to assist organized -labor.’ 

“Now I am willing to make an affidavit 
to the truthfulness of these statements.”’ 

Mr. Clippord heard the statement of Mr. 
Wagner and he said he was prepared to 
swear that the statements were true. 

A Posi-Dispatch reporter found’ Mayor 
Ziegenhein in his office Saturday morning. 
Asked if he was antagonistic to organized 
labor he replied that the question was too 
ridiculous to be considered. Then the re- 
porter stated the charges made by Messrs, 
Wagner and Clippord. 

‘Surely people making such a etatement 
can not de citizens of the United States,’’ 
was the Mayor's reply. When he was told 
who they were, he remembered their visit. 

“Well, they have simply made a false 
presentation of-facts. I recall their visit 
row perfectly. It was a week‘ago, during 
that fearful weather. My office was be- 
sieged constantly with applicants for char- 
ity. Persons were coming in here. destitute 
and asking to be sent to the vartous city in- 
stitutions to escape actual want. Had I 
bought all tickets that were offered for 
sale I could have exhausted the city’s in- 
come, 

‘The young men were pleasant and I 
thought were pleased with their visit. I 
know they thanked me for my courtesy 
when they left. I told them that really I 
aust be excused from buying any tickets 
this time. I explained I had responded to 
so many calls I must draw a line some- 
where. I also told them that as their ball 
did not come offfor a month !f they found 
it convenient to drop in again and would 
probably buy. ° 

‘Their charge that I am opposed to or- 
ganized labor is so utterly false as to be 
ridiculous. I may be guilty of many. things. 
but nothing so foolish as that. For thirty 
years I employed more mechanics than any 
other contractor in St. Louis. I always em- 
ployed wnion men, paid higher wages than 
any other contractor in the city gnd never 
had a strike. I was the first to adopt the 
eight-hour system. I work more than that 
myself, but if I had my way, I would be 
the only man in the city who worked longer 
than eight hours. 

“When I found out that Capt. Huebler’s 
men were working 14 hours I took my 
House of Deleggtes and Council over to 
the Four CourtS and showed them the 
situation. I showed that they not only 
worked the 12 hours but lost an hour in 
going and coming, which made them on 
duty 14 hours. An ordinance was passed 
making three shifts of eight hours each. I 
signed the bill a few days ago and it is 
now a law. _, 

“Organized labor has no better friend in 
St. Louis or anywhere else than I, and 
am astonished that these young men should 
trump up eo fooheh a story.”

the demurrer be overruled, the court will 
appoint a commissioner, as in the trust 
company cases, to take evidence. 

“That would delay a decision of the mat- 
ter, whereas, if the demurrer were sus- 
tained, the complainant’s case would fall.” 

Gen. Crow was asked when he would file 
suit to test the validity of the Julian law. 

“T have.the trust company and the insur- 
ance company cases pending,”’ he said, ‘‘and 
it is due the public to bring this Bland- 
North-Rombauer case to as speedy issue as 
possible. ‘Just as soon as I can dispose of 
these matters, or rather get them properly 
before the court, I propose to take up and 
test the Julian law. 

‘“T will be the relator on behalf of the 
State and the case will be dfrectly before 
the Supreme Court. I don’t know whether 
I will take the case up against St. Louis or 
Kansas City franchise companies. I have 
already devoted a good deal of time to study 
of the questions involved and propose to be 
fully prepared before I file my petition.” 

“Do you believe that the Julian law will 
hold good?’ was asked, 

“Tf the final decision rested with me, I 
would not hestitate to answer. It is suf- 
ficient to say that I am going to present 
every argument possible to induce the court 
to declare the law valid. 

One thing is plain to me, if the Julian law 
is not sound, there ts certainly enough 
brains in Missouri to evolve an anti-trust 
law in the next General Assembly that will 
stand the test of the courts. 

But In this ight against trusts, monopo- 
lies and combines, I do net and shall not 
rely wholly upon statutory law. I hold and 
bel‘eve I can convince the court that, shut- 
ting out all statutes, we have abundant 
authority from the old common law of En- 
gland to proceed against these co rations. 
I have carefully examined the New York 
decisions against the trusts, and all the 
other courts, high and low, that have 
passed on the subject, and nowhere do I 
find that any of these courts have been 
guided by legislative statutes, but by the 
bedrock principles laid down in the com- 
mon law. 

‘T shall insist that every corporation that 
occupies or utilizes a street comes within 
the purview of the Julian law. I don’t care 
whether they are regulated as surfave cuon.- 
cerns or in subways; they have no right to 
the streets unless acquired by purchase, as 
provided under the law. 

“I will go further, and despite the fact 
that these corporations had what they are 
pleased to term vested rights anterior to 
the Julian law, and that in complying with 
a municipal regulation it was compulsory, 
that they did not thereby acquire gratis 
any rights under the enforced regulations. 

“It should be remembered that the city 
does not and can not compel an electric 
light company or a street railroad com- 
pany to do business. They do not have to 
occupy the streets; they do not have to ac- 
commodate the public; the individuals who 
have their money invested in such enter- 
prises can close down the plant, sell it, put 
the money in their pockets and tell the pub- 
lic to go to the demnition bowwows and the 
public ig helpless. Therefore, if these peo- 
ple want to do business on public property 
they can be made to pay for it and no 
power on earth can give them vested rights 
in the public’s property. At best they can 
only use it by sufferance. 

‘There are other big trusts right here In 
St. Louts that I have_an eye on, and while 
I do not propose to mention any names 
just now, I shall surprise some of them {fn 
the near future and show that they heve 
no lawful existence in M!ssouri.”’

Diphtheria Epidemic Traced 
to Pet Animals. 


QUIT FONDLING THE FELINES. 


ST. LOUIS PHYSICIANS WARN 
MOTHERS AND FATHERS 
OF THE DANGER. 


CASES IN AN INDIANA TOWN. 


They Were Traced to the Purring Pets 
—Roaches, Mice, Flies and Mos- 
quitoes May Also Con- 
vey Contagion. 


to publ’c health as a vehicle for the\rans- 
mission of all manner of contagious’ dis- 
eases, especially diphtheria, and as children 
are especially in danger from diphtheria, 
parents are warned against allowing them 
to fondle these domestic pets. 

A'd spatch from Laporte, Ind., states that 
diphtheriA of a malignant type has been 


raging for months at Galien, and that after 
a rigid investigation as to the source oO 
the disease, specific cases were traced to 
cals of tne town, among whicno the disease 
wag rife. 

According to the opinions of St. Louis 
physicians there is no telling to what ex- 
tent contagious digeases may be trans- 
mitted by aomestic#pets. It is difficult to 
trace the origin of individual cases, but if 
it could be proven it Is likely that many 
cases where the patient has apparently 
had no chance to catch disease the source 
might be traced to the family cat. 

Speaking on this subject, Dr. C. H. 
Hughes sald: 

“ali contagious diseases, such as con- 
sumption, for instance, May ‘be transmitted 
by dats, dogs, rats and vermin of ail kinds, 
especially roaches, bed ‘bugs, mosquitoes 
and flies—particularly the latter. Musquitoes 
have been proven capable of transmitung 
the poisonous germs of maiaria and the 
tubércle bacillus has been found in the 
proboscis of the house fly. 

‘Cigars made in Cninatown have recently 
been proven to be a source of contagion, 
and the cheap cigars made in tenement 
houses in the Kast l.kewise. Children fondle 
pet animals that run about and carry the 
contagion of diphtheria, and they fali sick 
of the disease and die, while no one can 
imagine how they contracted it.’’ 

Dr. George Homan said: ‘There is no 
room to question the fact that cats, dogs, 
rabbits and parrots suffer from diphtheria 
and area source of contagion. Parrots are 
especially susceptible. In parrots and cats 
the membrane forms in the throat just as 
in the human victim of the disease. There 
is another danger. A child with 
theria may play with a cat 
germs may be conveyed from the child to 
the fur of the cat. The cat may not con- 
tract the disease, but the fur will convey 
it to another child just as easily. Chil- 
dren kiss and fondle cats and lap dogs and 
it is a dangerous practice. 

“Cases are on record in which extensive 
epidemics have been kept alive, if not 
actually started, by domestic animals.’’ 

Dr. John Wehrly: Undoubtedly all the 
domestic animals are liable to comtract 
many of the contagious diseases which 
mankind has, especially such as diphtheria, 
which attacks the membranes. Horses, 
sheep and cattle may have the disease. 

Dr. Bransford Lewis: There is nothing 
at all improbable about the theory of the 
source of infection at Gallen, Domestic ani-

. Male may take diphtheria from children, 


and as readily pass it on to others. 

Dr. Frank M. Rumbold: I regard it as 
ossible for diphtheria to be transmitted 
rom cats and dogs to children, but not 
highly probable. Cats do have a disease 


similar to diphtheria, and by close fondling | 


the germs may be transmitted, but I do 
not think dseases are frequently carried 
from: animals to man In that way. 

Dr. John B. Keler: I have never come 
acrogs a case of the kind in my practice, 
but unquestionably it is true that diseases 
may be communicated in that way. Cats 
and dogs are subject to a disease similar 
to d'phtheria, gorge | caused by the diph- 

germ, and if they catch it from 
children, there is no reason why they 
should not transmit it again. 

Dr. Mulhall: I recognize the fact that 
such a subject is of vast interest to the 
public, and that such being the case, it is 
a subject which a professional man mig 
add bel speak on without being charg®a 
with violating the code of g@thics, but just 
now, being the President of the medical] sv- 
c‘ety, I do yot wish to speak for publica- 
tion on any subject.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Under unfavorable 
conditions the operation of removing the 
stomach from a woman, which was suc- 
cessfully performed in Zurich last Septem- 
ber and startled the surgical world, was re- 
peated yesterday in Milwaukee.

HAS NO FEAR OF A FAMINE. 


Relief Expedition Now Is Impractica- 
ble, but April or May Will Be 
Time Enough. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 15.—The report of 
Maj. J. H. Rucker of the Fourth Cavalry, 
who was sent to Dyea by the department to 
ascertain 
Yukon, was réceived by Gen, Merriam at 
Vancouver Barracks. From his_interviews 
with those who have come out from Daw- 


the Chilkoo: and White passes, Maj. Ruck- 
er concludes: 

1. That while there is a shortage of stores 
in the Yukon Basin, a state of famine does 
not at present exist, nor is It likely to exist 


in the immediate future. 

2 That a large expedition, with quanti- 
ties of supplies, hauled on -sledges, by horses 
or reindeer, could not proceed down the 
Yukon further than the foot of Lake La- 
barge, 400 miles from Dawson, 

3. Reindeer on such expedition are no 
more serviceable than are mules or horses. 

4.That if the Government assistance 
is conspicuously needed in the Yukon it will 
be when the stores now in the hands of the 
people are exhausted, which is not likely, 
from all that he can learn, to be earlier than 
April or May. 

e therefore recommends that if the Snow 
Locomotive Company, which has a contract 
w.th the Government, do not convey the re- 
lief into the Yukon during February, the 
Government pack trains with sledges should 
carry them across the Chilkoot Pass and 
down the lakes and rivers to the foot of 
Lake Labarge during the month of March, 
and there await the breaking up of ice in 
the Yukon.

HIS STOMACH CUT OUT. 


While Surgeons Were Making Charts 
Showing Success of the Work 
Mr. Beck Died. 


‘The next time I remove a man’s stomach 
he will get well,’’ said Dr. A. C. Bernays 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday morn- 
ing. 

The doctor maintains that his daring 
operation was successful jn the case of 
Conrad Beck. because the man apparently 
survived the shock of the removal of his 
stomach, notwithstanding he died in a few 
hours. 

The success which made fame for Dr. 
Schlatter of Zurich, Switzerland, rests in 
the fact that the person upon whom he 
operated Sept. 6, 1897, is yet alive and gives 
promise of being in good health for years 
to come, 


Conrad Beck, the patient in Dr. Bernay’s 


case, has been described in the newspapers. 
He was not a laborer in the common ac- 
ceptance.of that term. His business was 
that of a machinist, and for three or four 
— he had been in the employ of one 
rm 

Beck was 45 years of age and lived with 
his wife and two pretty children at 4 
Oregon avenue, from whence he will be 
buried Sunday. His neighbors speak in the 
highest terms of his intelligemce, his edu- 
cation and his deportment. 

Mr. Moore, who keeps the “‘Cottage Bar- 
ber Shop,”’ not far away, tells this story to 
Fert ind the esteem in which Beck was 

eld: 

“Conrad Beck was a quiet, sedate man, 
but well liked. He had been ailing during 
the summer and was finally compelled to 
take a vacation. Along in September his 
little boy came to me and said his father 
ie a ine to go to the house and cut his 

air. 

“I found the man apparently ill, though 
able to walk about the room. Mrs. Beck 
said he had been vomiting blood. The doc- 
tor had not told her the disease from 
which he was suffering, but described it to 
her as an inflammation of the mucus mem- 
brane of the stomach. I asked if Mr. Beck 
ever drank, and she said that in his younger 
days he would occasionally take a glass of 
beer, but that for many years he had been 
a teetotaler. 

“One day last week Mr. Beck came into 
my shop and said he wanted his hair cut. 
He seemed greatly depressed, and when I 
got through my work, he held out his hand 
and said: ‘This is the last time you will 
ever see me. The doctor says I have can- 
cer of the stomach, and I am going to the 
hospital.’ There were tears in his eyes a6 
he ogy out. 

“Mr. ‘Beck said nothing about an opera- 
tion to be performed, and his friends sup- 
posed he was going to be treated otherwise. 
He leaves a cultured wife and two of the 
finest children in this neighborhood. Mr. 
Beck was a member of the A. O. U. W. in 
good standing and kept his dues, I under- 
stand, promptly paid, so that his family 
will have geome insurance money.” 

The operation undergone by Mr. Beck 
was entirely new to the surgical world, 
there having been but one previous case on 
record, that of Dr. Schlatter of Zurich, 
who removed a woman's stomach without 
causing death. Mr. Beck's demise followed 
pga J after a similar operation, and while 
the surgeons were engaged in making charts 
to show the character and success of their 
work, Mr. Beck was dead.

A POINTER FROM DETROIT. 


The latest instance of a city that is doing bet- 
ter than St. Louis in’the matter of lighting its 
streets is Detroit, Mich. The report of the Detroit}

- Louis not only has no lighting plant of its own, 
‘but has to pay for its 2400 arc lights $48,024 per 
annum more than it would pay.on the Detroit 
basis.

JUDGE SCOTT’S DECISION. 


The interview in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch of

From the decision of the Illinois courts in the 
East St. Louis case-and from other authorities 
the trend of judicial opinion seems to favor 
Judge Scott's opinion. But the question has not 
yet been decided by the Nebraska Supreme 
Court. 

Regardless, however, of decisions in other 
States, Mr. Bell pointed out that the present 
Board of Police Commissioners in St. Louis, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, having been created 
as a war measure and sustained by the State 
Supreme Court during war times is firmly estab- 
lished against attack. Succeeding Supreme 
Courts have sustained the first decision. 

But the importance of the question lies not so 
much in the violation of the principle of home 
rule in one or two departments of city govern- 
ment. but in the possible violation of it in all 
departments. If, as Judge Scott asks, the State 
may usurp the government of cities in one de- 
partment, why not in all? 

Home politics in municipal government is bad 
enough, but gubernatorial politics is sometimes 
worse. Our Police Department, and indirectly 
the citizens of St. Louis, are suffering now from 
a deplorable and aggravated case of Jefferson 
City politics.

A BALLOON RAILWAY. 


A form of railway in which a balloon fs the mo- 
tive power, and the rail serves to keep the train 
from mounting into the air instead of supportung 
it on the earth, has been tried in Bavaria on a 
small scale, and is to be opened ehortly for regular 
service. 

The principal feature of the new system is that 
the force of traction is directed vertically upward, 
and Is derived from a balloon. A single rail is used 
for the only purpose of directing the course of the 
train and keeping the balloon with ite load captive. 
To this end the rail is made T-shaped, and the car 
runs of it, gripping it from the sides and from 
below. The rail is anchored to the ground at dis- 
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BALLOON RAILWAY. 

tances of about 15 feet. In the descent the propell- 
ing force is gravity, and the balloon acts as a 
cheek to prevent accelerated motion. A ballast of 
water, taken up at the top of the mountain, pro- 
vides the additional downward force required. The 
truck carries the water receptacle, which can be 
opened by the aeronauts during the journey. The 
truck and receptacle together weigh about 60 
pounds, and when there 6 no wind the receptacle 
carries about 1100 pounds of water, making a total 
weight of 170 pounds. 

There is a storage house where the balloon may 
be left in case of storm, and all poss Die measures 
are observed to imsure the @bsolute safety of the 
passengers. The whole device seems very appro- 
priate for the purpose it is to fulfill, and there 
seems no reason why the enterprise should not 
prove entirely successful,

He passes his time read- 
ing the papers, and while his general repu- 
tation is not good he has not been esteemed 
capable of such a crime.

History of the World for a Year. 


Extracts from a lecture delivered by Dr. 
oon Harrison of Temple Israel, on Jan. 9, 

History is not an inventory of facts. It 
is not the composite photography of na- 
tions. I: is not an encyclopedia of weari- 
some detail. It cdlls into alae not only ob- 
servation, but analysis, reason, imagina- 
tion. Reason alone, as Macaulay observes, 
would give us but theory, and imagination 
only: romance, Analysis alone would give 
us simply a lame and impotent conjecture 
of motives and forces. But together they 
constitute the true historian. 

Reaeon seizes the parchole cal mo- 
ment of dramatic climax. nowledge 
sketches the outline and imagination colors 
the picture. We recognize the value of per- 
spective in history, the election of critical 
moments, of epoch-making men. We realize 
the importance of the insignificant, the 
eoname’ f of obscure factors. We have passed 

eyond the romantic panoramas of 
Herodotus and Livy to the lightning flash 
of Carlyle, the inevitable sequences of 
Buckle and Green, Motley and Michelet. 
The idea of the philosophy of history, the 
idea that humanity is not a chaotic whirl 
of chance-driven atoms, but an organism 
with an organic principle of growth and a 
final cause, a sublime and fruitful idea, first 
injected into thought by Hebrew prophecy, 
to-day co-ordinates and groups into casual 
a the age-long, world-wide drama of 

Se. 

This pleasing undertaking of tracing uni- 
ty amid apparent diversity will not deal 
largely with the pompous actors that crowd 
the scenes and fill the public eye. The fig- 
urehead on the prow of the ship does not 
direct its motion or furnish its motive 
erties It is only an ornament, the em- 
sem of a name. The kings, the dynasties, 
the warriors, the merchant princes do not 
determine the true history of their times, 
It is not carved out by the sword, nor 
syllabled im letters of fire by foren®ic gladi- 
ators. It may germinate in the closet of 
the scholar, in the hovel of the peasant. 

The future may sleep 'n a log ‘cabin of I)- 
linois, in a manger of Judea, in a cradle 
of Egyptian bulrushes. The born master 
makes every seat a throne. Thought is the 
real revolutionary. A true idea is charged 
with the omnipotence of God. What, then 
are the ideas that are the warp and woot 
of this great historic fabric? 

The world swings through its orbit, obe- 
dient to two great forces—the one, cen- 
tripetal, drawing it sunward, towards the 
solar center, the other, centrifugal, pulling 
outward into space. 

History furnishes a parallel, Mank'nd js 
dragged from a common center by centrifu- 
gal foree, dragged towards it by centripetal. 
The one is the element of separation, the 
other ia concentration. The one is broadly 
the wedge of war, the other the Welding of 
peace. In a word, as we epitomize our year, 
the centrifugal force ‘s conflict, the cen- 
tripetal force is culture. Conflict i¢ mainly 
barbarism. Culture ts mainly clvtlizgation. 
This is the highest generalization to which 
we can reduce the totality of events. This

The funeral of James Hazard, who died

Cemetery on the Creve Coeur branch of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

Mr. Hazard was once worth nearly 
$1 000. He came to St. Louis from an 
Illinois farm in 1846 and as the head of the 
firm of Hazard & Wilson engaged in the 
coal business at Eighth and Market streets. 

The firm prospered and from one horse 
and cart there grew.125 teams. The tugs 
Susie B. Hazard and Baton Rouge Belle 
were bullt to tow the firm’s &® barges from 
their coal fields in Illinois to St. Louis. 

In 1880 the coal trade of St. Louis was 
practically in the hands of Hazard & Wil- 
son.
